be posted de-barring the oldsters 
from park privileges and rights 
they had been enjoy ing for about 
18 y ears. 
' 
‘The oldsters consulted attor­ 
ney s as to their legal rights and 
circulated petitions among their 
number and secured 439 names 
which they filed with the city 
clerk. A delegation appeared be 
fore a meeting of y our honorable 
body 
where 
their 
spokesman, 
Charles E. Dixon, presented the 
oldsters’ side of the matter to y ou. 
It was referred to a ‘committee of 
the whole’ and there it rests. 
Moved Back Oct. 27 
"Acting on advice of counsel 
that y our honorable body had no 
more legal right to stop our play ­ 
ing games in the park than to or­ 
der us to discontinue walking on 
the sidewalks, we moved back to 
Birch park on October 27 and re­ 
sumed play ing there and we con­ 
sider ourselves forebearing that 
we did not ake some drastic ac­ 
tion previously . 
“ There are but four tables, for 
all purposes, in Birch park, and 
three of them are often filled with 
oldsters and their games and are 
only about half enough. We have 
alway s given way to picnickers 
and will continue to do so. 
But 
we refuse to go to the recreation 
center because of distance and in­ 
adequate sanitary conditions.” 
The play ers were moved to the 
recreation 
center, 
councilmen 
said, because of complaints the 
play ers disturbed others wishing 
to be in the park.

In spite o f what 
every advo cate o f co llective bargaining co ntends, 
in every case it is a co mbinatio n o f o ne wo rking 
gro up against ano ther wo rking gro up. It o nly 
tem po rarily impro ves the co nditio n o f the few 
wo rkers perm itted to participate in the co llective 
bargaining gro up at the expense o f the wo rkers 
pro hibited fro m jo ining the gro up. 
The real cause o f co llective bargaining is the 
selfishness and the immo rality o f wo rkers them ­ 
selves o r their lack o f understanding o f the po v­ 
erty and human misery caused by co llective bar­ 
gaining.

Any normal-minded child can 
learn to spell, provided his vision 
and hearing are good. 
Children 
in the 
grades 
of elementary 
school are normal-minded, 
and 
they caii see and hear. 
Some of 
them do not spell simple words 
correctly, do not attempt to' do 
so, and they carry that defic­ 
iency on to, and through, high 
school, even through college. That 
seems 
to me 
disgraceful. 
By 
disgraceful I mean that it indi­ 
cates a habit of laxness, careless­ 
ness, sloppiness, that intelligent 
young people should be ashamed 
to . adfnit. 
They can learn to 
spell and they should do so or 
be classed among the illiterate. 
And that form of illiteracy is a 
shadow on the efficiency of the 
schools. 
Such children should be group­ 
ed and given special attention 
until they understand that they 
have 
to 
spell words 
correctly. 
First 
their vision and hearing 
and speech power should be test­ 
ed. 
if any one of these is de­ 
ficient the child is handicapped 
and should be helped, not blam­ 
ed. 
Once we are assured that there 
is no sound cause for the poor 
spelling, we teach it. 
The chil­ 
dren are 
asked to 
watch the 
teacher write each word on the 
board, while she spells out each 
letter; then as she writes the 
whole word, 
he pronounces it. 
The group now writes the word, 
spelling it 
aloud 
as 
they 
do. 
Then they write it silently. 
This 
is don* word by word, down the 
list» a short one* two words for. 


beginners, 
five 
for the 
other 
grades, until the children show 
ability to do more. 
When 
the 
words 
have 
been j 
studied this way and their use 
made plain, the children write 
them—or better yet—are handled 
a printed list of them to paste in 
their note books for home study. 
Next day the teacher reads out 
the list and the group writes 
the words. 
Now they correct 
them. 
The teacher writes each 
word on the board; the children 
draw a line through those they 
missed. 
The teacher instructs them to 
lqpk at the board, take out their 
lists, compare their work, note 
the right way, ignore the wrong; 
write the words missed in a list 
kept for that purpose; write each 
misspelled word two times cor­ 
rectly, while the teacher looks at 
the papers to catch any error the 
pupils skipped. 
If any word was 
commonly missed, assign it for 
the next day’s work. 
Keep re­ 
viewing 
these 
lists until 
they 
are learned. 
Spelling igoiatea words has lit­ 
tle influence on spelling in com­ 
position, which is the reason for 
learning to spell at all. 
Make a 
point of having the children write 
brief paragraphs using their mis­ 
spelled word lists. 
Have them 
check compositions for mispelled 
words and list them for USE. 
Using words, while spelling them 
correctly, is what teaches chil­ 
dren to spell correctly when they 
write letters and tests and com­ 
positions. 
Oral spelling is of lit­ 
tle help here. 
Spelling is a writ­ 
ten exercise, and the written les­ 
son, 
especially applied spelling, 
is the important one. 
It is unwise to make children 
rewrite words many times be­
